INDIANAPOLIS, March 1 —The house 


considered the general appropriation bill 
this morning. It was adopted section 
by section, the general tendency being 
towards reduction as to state officers 
and their deputies' salaries.

expenses. 


The senate committee

favorably for the new Terre Haute 
charter. 


The senate made the anti-winter

The senate passed the bill which pro-

Senator McLean's bill for an indus- 


trial home building was lost by a con- 
stitutional majority and was amended 
so as to not make Terre Haute the 
necessary location for the home 


The house has finished all important 


business and the senate is crowding 
business as rapidly as possible. 


The house in committee of the whole 


on the general appropriation bill agreed 
•o give the feeble minded institute 
$70 000 for maintenance, f 3,300 for sal- 
aries and $30,000 to purchase a farm 
and erect buildings thereon. 
The 


atuounl asked for the farm and build- 
ings was $42 500. 


The house in committee of the whole 


passed the appropriation of f 224,000 for 
the Central hospital for the insane in 
this city. The Northern hospital for 
the insane at Logansport was given 
$90,000 for maintenance. 


The senate passed the bill abolishing 


the 12 per cent, clause in the fee and 
salary bill as a compensation to tha at- 
torney general for the collection of the 
surplus school funds held by township 
trustees and scbocl trustees. This pro- 
vision of the law was what enabled At- 
torney General Green Smith to make 
over $72,000 in four years.

The building which was being de- 
olished is the old malt house of A. E.

The 
irtion of the building that fell is the 
d kiln house and was' five stories high, 
or three weeks a gang of men under 
ontractor George O'Keefe has been 
aring down the building. 
This morning moat of the gang were 
work on the old kiln house, on the 
orty third street side. 
During the 


st part of the morning a portion of 
e roof had been taken off and the 
aked wall on the West Forty-third 
reet side was left standing. Sud- 
enly there was a terrific crash. There 
as a roar of falling bricks and timber 
at was heard blocks away and a 
eat cloud of dust went up. In the 
idst of the roar were heard the cries 
the men, many of whom had fallen 
death. The three upper stories on 
ie Forty-third street side had toppled 
to the interior of the building. Tons 
' brick and mortar had fallen on the 
orkmen, 
A dozen men ran distractedly in all 
irections to send in fire alarms and 
alls for ambulances. In a few minutes 
re engines and ambulances were on 
ie scene.
